Giacomo Puccini was born in Lucca in 1858 and died in Brussels in 1924. 
Puccini wrote 12 operas; Le Villi, Edgar, Manon Lescaut, La Boheme, La 
Tosca, Madam Butterfly, La Fanciulla del West, La Rondine, three operas 
of one act Known as II Trittico (li Tabarro, Suora Angelica, Gianni 
Schicchi), and finally La Turandot which was completed by the composer, 
Franco Alfano, as Puccini died and left the operå unfinished.

The principle which finds its most complete and 
complex expression in the modern piano was 
the discovery of Pythagoras who was the first 
to measure a vibrating string stretched between 
bridges on a resonance box. By this Monachord 
he was able to determine the intervals of the 
Greek octave scale.
